AT WAR T R I A L 


TOKYO, Nov. 12—Former P re ­ 
mier Hid eki Tojo tod ay showed 
the first traces of emotion d urin g 
his trial for war crimes as he 
heard himself accused of stubborn ­ 
ly opposin g American efforts to 
keep the peace. 
The prosecution read ex cerpts 
from the d iary of the late Prin ce 
Fumimaro Kon oye showin g that 
Tojo con sisten tly ad vocated war, 
"come what may.” 
Tojo mad e this statem en t on on e 
occasion when Kon oye an d he seri­ 
ously d iscussed the possibility of 
withd rawin g Japan ese troops from 
Chin a, the d iary showed . 
His face un usually sad . Tojo 
frequen tly removed his spectacles 
an d stared at- the floor, in con ­ 
trast to his usual impassive d e­ 
mean or. 
Kon oye’s d iary also showed that 
the emperor mad e frequen t in quir­ 
ies about Japan ese policy toward 
the Un ited States while Marquis

Jam es B. H errick , is a disease 
whose sym ptom s are caused by a 
clot in the co ro nary arteries which 
furnish the heart muscle itself 
with blood. 
W hen the heart is deprived of 
pa rt of its blood supply in this 
way, a serious situatio n may re ­ 
sult, which if not relieved may be 
fatal. And yet, Drs. Ralph 
L. 
F isher and M orris Juk erm an of 
D etro it, who have recently studied 
108 patients w ith this condition, 
believe tha t such attack s may 
som etim es be so slight tha t they 
are no t diagnosed until some tim e 
a fte r they occur. F o r this reaso n 
they 
conclude 
tha t 
co ro nary 
thro m bo sis is no t necessarily a 
fatal disease. 
The A verage Age 
Among their 108 patients, Hie 
average age a t the tim e of onset 
was 57% years. The yo ungest pa­ 
tient was 37 and the oldest 8 t. 
The diso rder seems to occur a l­ 
m ost three tim es as o ften in men 
as in women. Of the 108 patients 
studied it was found tha t 49 or al­ 
m ost half were overw eight, About 
one o ut of six smok ed excessively, 
but the use of alcoholic beverages 
seemed to have no effect on the 
co ro nary throm bosis. High blood 
pressure would appear to be a fac­ 
to r in the production of the dis­ 
o rder. Two o ut of three of the 
women studied had high blood 
pressure while fo ur o ut of ten of 
the men had this condition. 
Before an attack of coronary 


throm bosis occurs there are o ften 
warning signs which include pain 
or a feeling of tightness w ithin 
the chest. There may also be a dull 
pain that passes into the left arm . 
Some discom fort in the abdomen 
may accompany the chest sym p­ 
toms, or it may occur alone. 


An Agonizing Pain 


When the attack occurs there is 
usually an ago nizing pain in the 
chest which is a burning, co nstrict­ 
ing or pressure sensatio n. Sick ­ 
ness to the stomach and vom iting 
are also often present. The pain 
may pass into the left arm , neck , 
abdomen or right arm . The face 
is pale and the blood pressure 
drops within a few ho urs afte r 
the onset of the sym ptom s. 
In some cases the attack may 
occur w itho ut causing any sym p­ 
toms a t all. U sually two to three 
days a fte r the o nset, fever de­ 
velops and the tem perature varies 
from 101 to 103 degrees. When an 
attack occurs, of course, the pa­ 
tient should be put a t com plete 
rest. Most physicians adm inister 
m orphine to relieve the pain and 
restlessness. A no ther drug k nown 
as am inophylline 
m ay also be 
given by mouth. A preparatio n 
k nown as quinidine is employed 
when the heart rate is very rapid. 
If the heart is no t pro perly sup­ 
po rting the circulatio n, digitalis 
is used. 
It would appear tha t the outlook 
fo r the patient is b etter if he is not 
overw eight, has not had previous 
attack s o f co ro nary throm bosis, 
and if the heart is not increased in 
size.

The Church of the United B reth­ 
ren in Christ was the first A m eri­ 
can-born church. Phillip William 
Ori^rbein, a distinguished mission­ 
ary to the United S tates from the 
Germ an Reform Church, was its 
founder and organizer. Associated 
with him were M artin Boehm, a 
zealous Mennonite m inister; Chris­ 
tian Newcomer, often referred to 
as the “St. P au l” of the church 
and other fervent, spiritual co­ 
work ers. 
This first denom ination founded 
in this country had its spiritual 
birthday at a “grea t m eeting” held 
on Pentecost 
Sunday In 1767. in 
Isaac Long’s barn, near Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania. Here O tterbein and 
Boehm had an unusual spiritual 
experience. Boehm had ju st finish­ 
ed preaching a soul stirring evan­ 
gelistic sermon, when he w as em ­ 
braced by a stranger.

MD, 
CORONARY thrombosis first 
described in 1912 by that well­ 
known Chicago physician, Dr. 
James B. Herrick, is a discase 
whose symptoms are caused hy a 
clot in the coronary arteries which 
furnish the heart muscle itself 
with blood. 
When the heart Is deprived of 
part of its blood supply in this 
way, a serious situation may re­ 
sult, which if not relieved may be 
fatal. And yet, Drs. Ralph L. 
Fisher and Morris Jukerman of 
Detroit, who have recently studied 
108 patients with this condition, 
believe that such attacks may 
sometimes be so slight that they 
are not diagnosed until some time 
after they occur. For this reason 
they 
conclude 
that 
coronary 
thrombosis is not necessarily a 
fatal disease. 
The Average Age 
Among their 108 patients, the 
average age at the time of onset 
was 57 *4 years. The youngest pa­ 
tient was 37 and the oldest 84. 
The disorder seems to occur al­ 
most three times as often in men 
as in women. Of the 108 patients 
studied it was found that 49 or al­ 
most half were overweight. About 
one out of six smoked excessively, 
but the use of alcoholic beverages 
seemed to have no effect on the 
coronary thrombosis. High blood 
pressure would appear to be a fac­ 
tor in the production of the dis­ 
order. Two out of three of the 
women studied had high blood 
pressure while four out of ten of 
the men hail this condition. 
Before an attack of coronary 


thrombosis occurs there are often 
warning signs which include pain 
or a feeling of tightness within 
the chest. There may also be a dull 
pain that passes into the left arm. 
Some discomfort in the abdomen 
may accompany the chest symn- 
toms, or it may occur alone. 


An Agonizing Paia 
When the attack occurs there it 
usually an agonizing pain in the 
chest which is a burning, constrict­ 
ing or pressure sensation. Sick­ 
ness to the stomach and vomiting 
are also often present. The pain 
may pass into the left arm, neck, 
abdomen or right arm. The face 
is pale and the blood pressure 
drops within a few hours after 
the onset of the symptoms. 
In some cases the attack may 
occur without causing any symp­ 
toms at all. Usually two to threa 
days after the onset, fever de­ 
velops and the temperature varies 
from 101 to 103 degrees. When an 
attack occurs, of course, the pa­ 
tient should be put at complete 
rest. Most physicians administer 
morphine to relieve the pain and 
restlessness. Another drug known 
as aminophylline may also be 
given by mouth. A preparation 
known as quinidine is employed 
when the heart rate is very rapid. 
lf the heart is not properly sup­ 
porting the circulation, digitalis 
is used. 
It would appear that the outlook 
for the patient is better if he is not 
overweight, has not had previous 
attacks of coronary thrombosis, 
and if the heart is not increased ia 
size.
